'I'liis 
is altogether a mistake, one which no 
person at all familiar with the Kubject, 
is in danger of making. Tbo TuritJ oJ 
Cnstoms, above aU oiber maiciers, is a 
FoOeral moasare und must ol nocessitj', 
and will bo uoiform tbo Dominion over. 
There i- nothing in tlio coualitution or 
geiiiuH of tht) Dominion ropugannt to 
tbo establifihmont of a free port, wherever 
toeb a tbipg maj be considered dei^r-< 
abloj but the theory of a varying 
Customs tariff or deferential duties is 
one-wbich is not, cannot, will not liu 
entertained.

huoh a thing desirable. It would of 
course be competent for tho Provincial 
Legislature to nbolii^h the free port at 
any time .; and tfaoa would the objec- 
tion to which we hare alluded fall to the 
ground. Now is tbo time to have all 
such matters thoroughly ventilated ; and, 
whatever diversity of opinion may exist, 
it »ill bo well tLut all parties ehoulo 
approach these subjects in a spirit 
of moderation, and wi b an honest de- 
sire to seoaro for this our adopted ooun>- 
try those terms of nnion which will 
have the greatest inflaenoe for got>d.

rioreni'De Academy, declaring that a letter 
{.a: forth upoa the same authority at Qalllso's 
wsLi Spurious, excited tbs suipidioss of M. 
Cbasles as to tbe character of hia discoveries 
ia general aod b» caused the hous* of tbe 
owner of these remarkable autographs [wbicb 
had swelled to the number of twenty tbousand"] 
to bo ripidly searched, in the hopej of obtaia- 
iuR proofs 01 his rusc.ility, but without impor. 
lant results. 

iM. GbasU's has now come forward witb full 
and most rxlraordinary reveiii'ions ia relation 
to Hie fraud, which woul'l appear quite un-. 
precedented in lliprsry history. Tbe Kowley 
iu.tnuscripts, the Ireland forgeries, tbe num- 
berless raecalities of Oeorge Pdalmaoazrtr, all 
dwindle into iDSignificaace by tbe side of tbia 
new production of aocient documeats. Tbe 
most singular part of the whole matter is tbat 
M. Cd^sles refused lo be cunviDced of tbe fal- 
diiy of all ibfi letters.

Ponsard, Taiso, Dante, 
P( lrari:h, liraiitome and Joan ol Arc I Hut 
iliM lorHeries did not stop hero. There were 
(JdciimenU purporiiag to come from St. Au- 
L'liaino, St. Jerome, Julius Cieaar and other 
Ituiana emperors, aod some of tbe Apostles I 

It IS inconceivable that a FreaftU academii 
ciau could have been imposed upon by such a 
prepi.sterous fraud as luis, no matter \t,\h 
what amazioK eleveroess il may b ive been 
carried on. T'le author of it, whom M, Cbasles 
calls a 'pala'LintoloKio archivist,' wbatover 
that may inenn, certainly acems the moTe 
learned and able iiu-n of the two, and it ia 
forlunate that his exposure has been made 
puhlic before be produced the logbook of Noab 
i;lving new views of tbe deluge, or a letter of 
Oalo, exculpating himself io tbe matter of the 
murder of Abel.
